Chancellor Von Caprivi Urges the Army 
Appropriation. 


/ MOBILIZING A SUPERIOR FORCE TO TAKE 
THE OFFENSIVE.

Forces of the Trip!e Alliance Inferior in 
Joint of Numbers—Movem»nts of 
Gherardi’s Fleet in Spanish-American 
Waters—Improvements Proposed in 
Italy’s Navy-—British Colonial Tele- 
graph Lines Extending — Canada’s 
Trade Relations. 


Berwin, Jan. 12.—Chancellor Von Caprivi 
last night attended a meeting of the Reich- 
stag committee of twenty-eight, appointed 
to consider the army bill, and made an im 
portant speech, setting forth the necessity 
for the adoption of the bill without change 
or modification. Referringto the relations 
existing between Germany and Russia, the 
Chancellor declared that there was no en- 
mity between Emperor William and the Cgar, 
and neither wasthere any enmity between 
the two Governments. With regard 
to the relations between France and 
Russia, Chancellor Von Caprivi said that 
probably an entente in regard to military 
arrangements existed between those two 
countries. Hethen referred to the possibil- 
ity of an attack being made upon the nations 
composing the Triple Alliance—Germany, 
Austria and Italy—and said thatif such an 
attack was made the chief onslaught of the 
attacking forces would doubtless be directed 
against Germany, asthe strongest member 
of the Triple Alliance. Experience had 
shown that when war threatened It was Dest 
for Germany to take the offensive. To do 
that would require that the armies of the 
Triple Alliance havea considerabie numerical 
superiority. As a matter of fact, the 
Triple Alifance was in the minority 
in pointofnumbers. Germany’s long East- 
ern frontier especially could only be protect- 
ed by employing effective tactics. An offen- 
sive policy was a good policy. It meant short 
wars with quick victories and lasting re- 
sults. All this could be obtained only by as- 
suming the offensive. Germany’s present 
forces would no loner suffice against the in- 
creased strength of their might-be oppo- 
nents. The Government, therefore, would 
not be able to takethe responsibility of the 
future defense of thecountry .unless the 
armaments were increased. 

As has;before been stated, the opposition to 
the army bill is in a great measure based 
vpon if increased taxation that will be en- 
tailed,” The share to be borne by Prussia of 


» _~#he Zurrent extra expenditure involved by 


the bill amounts to 49,524,517 marks, of which 
only 43,518,083 marks will bedemanded asa 
frst installment. The rest will be used 
in the future for . the enlargement of 
the schools for cadets and non- 
commissioned officers and other ob- 
jects. Of ®he extraordinary expenditure, 
which amounts to 67,800,000 marks, 
6,800,000 are to be contributed by Bavaria, 
and the remai.ing 61,000,000 diyided between 
Prussia. Saxony and “Wurtemberg. Sixteen 
and a half million marks will be expended 
on barracks forthe troops and stabling for 
horses. Forthe clothing and equipment of 
the new troops, 7,899,000 marks are de- 
mianded; tor the first stock of horses, 5,640,- 
900 marks, and for traveling expenses, etc., 
2,390,000 marks. The military rall- 
way will be extended as far 
as Juterbogk at a cost of 
4,437,000 marks, and a school for cadets 1s to 
be erected in Naumburg, costing 1,620,000 
marks, for both ot which o! jects first in- 
stallments only are to be demanded in the 
budyet for 1893-94. The cost of the proposed 
extension of the chief school for cadets in 
Lichterfelde, near Berlin, in order to have 
room for a third battalion, is not included 
among the extraordinary expenditures. 

The proposed increase in the strengthof 
the army by 1,857 nongwommissioned officers 
and 72,037 privates is to be divicied partly 
amonxst the new and partly amongst the old 
organization. Ofthe new privates 50,560 are 
to be enrolied in the new formations. The 
new fourth battalions are to contain eight 
commissioned officers, one army doctor, 
two officials, 86 non-commissioned 
officers and 559 # privates. The new 
batteries of field artillery will number 709 
men, andthe existing ones will receive ten 
meneach. Apart from the estimated in- 
crease in the army the removal of tho ‘‘re. 
cruten vacanz’’—that is, the period between 
the dismissal of one batch of recruits and 
the enrollment of the next—Is equivalent to 
a fresh yearly increase 1n Prussia’s contin. 
gent alone of 1,250 non-commissioned oMcers 
and 14,525 privates. 

The chief object of the alliance with Italy, 
he said, was to secure Austria’s southern 
frontier against France. He did not doubt 
that the efficiency of the Austrian ana 
Italian armies, although some weak 
ness in their organization still 
existed. Toadd force tothe arguinents ad- 
vanced in support of the measure the 
Chancellor read memoranda made in 1889 by 
the late Field }arshal, Count Von Moltke, 
in which that great authority compared the 
military strength of Germany and France. 
The Chancellor laid much stress upon a 

sage occuring in the memorada, in 
which Von Moltke sald. 

**We are able to ward an-.attack from 
France; otherwise the German Empire conla 
notexist. Even if we lose the first battle, 
wehavetbe Rhine defenses, Whichare not 
equalled In the world, besides Metz ana 
Strasburg. If, however, two of our neigh. 
bors united and attacked, we would require 
the assistance of another power.’’ 

The Chancellor’s speech was listened to 
with the closest attention. His presentation 
of the facts upon which the Government 
basis its de ands was lucid and forceful and 
will undoubtedly bave much effect upon the 
report the committee will submit to the 
Reichstag. ~\

DOMINION AFFAIRS. 


MEASURES TAKEN TO IMPROVE INTER-COLO- 
NIAL TELEGRAPH LINES, 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Jan. 12:—The Dominion 
Government has taken action in regard to 
the’ memorials from Canadian boards of 
trade urging the appointment of a special 
commission toinguire intothe most feasible 
means of completing the telegraphic system 
within the empire, Including a cable from 
British Columbia to Australia. The Secretary 
of State in reply has announced that doples of 
allthe documents have been forwarded to 
the imperial authdrities with an intimation 
that theiGanadian Government will view with 
satisfaction the appointment of a commission 
as named, and would gladiy send and bear 
the expenses ofa delegate to act upon such 
commission. The estimated cost of the 
transatlantic cable is $10.00,000. A contract 
has already been entered into be- 
tween the Colony of Queensland, Aus- 
traila, and La _ Socletes des Telegrafes 
Sousmarine for a cable from Brisbane, the 
capital, to New Caledonia, Fiji, Samoa and 
the Sandwjch Islands. The idea of the pro- 
moters is to extend it to America. The com- 
pany has the option of making the terminas 
at San Francisco or Vancouver, consequently 
Canada will refuse to grant a subsidy unlegs 
the cable extends direct to British sol. 


TRADE RELATIONS. 

CHATHAM, Ontario, Jan. 12.—The Governor- 
General, who is makinga tour of the prov- 
ince, has arrived here. In reply toan ad- 
dress he referred to (anada’s trade relations 
with the United States. He said that he 
would not venture on anything. further than 
to say to those who were agitating for 
changes in the trade relations of the country 
that it would be well to reflect on what has 
been said by thoughtful Canadians on this 
question, by the late Sir John Macdonald, by 
Sir Oliver Mowatt, the  liberal-minded 
Premier of Ontario; by Sir John Thompson 
and other members of the present Govern- 
ment, and by the Hon. David Mills, who had 
recently delivered an admirable address on 
public issues. ‘ 

He believed that an undercurrent of warm 
feeling toward the United states existed in 
Canada and that Canadians were anxious to 
Cherish those feelings of friendliness and 
kinship and also extend trade relations with 
their neighDors within the lines of the Con- 
stitution, and having in mind the best in- 
terests of Canada, Doth present and future. 
Atrade bargain could be a bad trade bar- 
gain, but he felt and believed that when the 
time came to mak* one Canadians would be 
governed in arranging it by the highest and 
worthiest considerations and in accord with 
the truest and best sentiments of a loyal and 
patriotic people. 


ITALY’S NAVY. 


IMPROVEMENTS RECOMMENDED BY THE MINIS- 
TER OF MARINE, 


RoME, Jan. 12.—Admiral Rachia, the suc- 
cessor of the late Admiral Pacoret di San Bon 
in the Ministry of Marine, was interviewed 
to-day in regard toltaly’s future naval and 
military policy. Admiral Rachia said that 
inthe next budget for the navy he would 
propose an increase in the appropria- 
tion for the instruction of officers 
and seamen, but it was ~not true 
that he therefore intended to expend less 
money for new ships. With regard to mobil- 
ization he would complete the late Minister 
San Bon’s scheme of providing each reserve 
ship with an ample equipment andcrew. By 
adtiiering to this) plan, he said, the entire 
navy could be mobilized within twenty-four 
hours; he thought that aithough England 
and France had more vessels afloat than 
Italy had, Italy was betterable than either 
of those powersto mobilize hernavy. He 
paida hightribute to the Austrian navy, 
whose strength he ascribed to its inde- 
pendence of Cabinetcrises and its freedom 
from the vexations usually attending such 
cases. 

Replying tofurther questions, with refer- 
ence to the French works at Bizerta, in 
‘unis, Admiral Rachia said that it was abso- 
lutely necessary tocomplete at the earliest 
possible date the Italian works at Taranto, 
and that he wouid devote all his energies to 
the task of finishinw those works. That, he 
said, would be the best answer to make to 
France, He was sure, however, thatthe re- 
ports about the French ==oworks at 
Bizerta had been exaggerated and 
that all that had been daone 
up to the present time was the makingof a 
narrow channel to be used only by torpedo 
vessels, Years of work and millions of money 
would be required to make Bizerta a great 
military post. On the other hand Taranto 
would become impregnable and would suffice 
to defend the whole coast of Southern Italy, 
including Sicily.

THE BRIGGS VERDICT. 


Full Bsport of the Committee Defining the 
Attitude of thse Presbrtery. ) 
New Yor«, Jan. 12.~The announcement of 


‘ the verdict in the Briggs case was made last 
' Tuesday, but the full report of the committee 


is of importance as showing the peculiar 
attitude of the New York Presbytery in re- 
lation to this remarkable case. 

Th.» report of the committee is what would 
be called in politics a straddle. It says that 
Dr. Briggs has been acquitted of the charge 
of heresy, but says expressly that those vot- 
ing for Dr. Briggs are not. committed to his 
The report in ful! follows: 


The committee appoiated to bring in the result of 
the vote and the judgment of the judicatory begs 
leave to report as follows: 

The case of the Presbyterian Church of the United 
States against the Rev. Charies A. Briggs, D. D., 
having been dismissed by the Pres ytery of New 
.ork on Noy. 4, 1591, was remanded by the General 
Assembly of 1892 to the same Presbytery with in- 


| structions shat it be brought to iseue and trial on the 


merits thereo! as speedily as possibie. 

In obedience to this mandate the Presbytery of 
New York has tried the case. It has listened to the 
evidence and argument of the Committee of Prose- 
cution, acting in fidelity to the duty committed to 
them. It has heard the defense and evidence vf the 
Rev. Charies A. Briggs, presented in aecurdance 
with the right secured to every minister of the 


church. 
The Presbvtery has kept in mind these established 


principles of our policy *‘that no one can rightly be | 


couvicted of heresy by inference or implication;’’ 
that ‘inthe interpretation of ambiguous expres- 
sions candor requires that acourt should favor the 
accused by patt.ng upon his words the more favore- 
ble ratherthan the less favorabie construction,** 
and ‘‘tnere are truths and forms with respect to 
which men of goed character muy differ.’’ 

Giving due consideration to the defendant’s ex- 
planation of the language used in his Inaugural Ad- 
dress, accepting his frank and full disclaimer of the 
interpretation which has been put upon some of his 
phrases and illustrations, crediting his affirmation 
of oany to the standards of the church ana to the 
Holy scripture as the only infallible rale of faith and 
practice, the Presbytery does not find that he has 
transgressed the limits of liberty allowed under our 
constitution to scholarship and opinion. 

‘Therefore, without expressing approva! of the 
critical or theological views embodied in the Ia- 
aucural ddressurthe maunerin which they have 
been expressed and illustiated, the Presbytery pro- 
nounces the Rev. Charies A. Briggs, D. D., fully 
acquitted of the offenses alleged against him, tne 
several charges and specifications accepted for trial 
not having been sustained. 

Accordingly the presbytery, making full recog- 
nition of the ability, sincerity and patience wit 
which the Committee of Prosecution have performed 
the onerous duty imposed upon them, does now, to 
the extent of its constitutional power, relieve said 
cominittee from further responsibility in connection 
with this case. -In sodoing the presbytery does nos 
undertake to decide how far that committee is sub- 
ect to the authority of the body appointing it, but 
ntends by this action toexpressan earnest convic- 
tion that the same issues.invoived in the case will be 
more wisely and fuliv determined by calm investiga- 
tion and fraternal discussien than by judicial ar- 
raigninentand process. 

In view of the p esent disquietudein the Presby- 
terian Church, and of the obligation resting upon 
ali Christians to walkin charity and to have ten- 
der concern for the consciences of their brethren, 
the Presbytery earuestiy counsels its members to 
avoid on the .one hand hasty or overconfident 
statement of private opinion in points concerning 
whieh profound and reverent students of God’s 
word arenot yet. agreed, ahd onthe other hend 
suspicions and charges of false teaching which are 
mot clearly capable of proof. 

Moreover, the Presbytery advises and exhorts all 
subjectto its authority to regard the many and 
greatthingsin which we agreerather than the 
few and minor things in which we differ, and 
turning from the pathsof coutroversy, .of devote 
their enegies tothe greatand urgent work to the 
Chureh, which is the proclamation of the gospel 
and the edifying of the body of Cheist. ° 


This report was signe:i Dy the three com- 
mitteemen, who were all Briggs men, and 


was adopted by the court. by a viva vocy 


vote. Several of the members took excep- 
tion to this manner of voiing, and wanted a 
callof the yeasand nays, Dut. they said so 
too late. Elder W orrall also protested 
against the form of the report. tHe held 
that the committee should fave annotnced 
simply the verdict and have omitted the 
deciaratory matter. 

Col, John J. McCook, counsel for the Prose- 
cuting Committee, announced that the com- 
mittee took formal exceptions to the verdict, 
thus leaving the. ay open for an appeal to 
the Synod of New York State, meeting at 
Rochester, or to the General Assembly of the 
United States, meeting at Washington.

The Taking ci Testimony Begun in ths: 


Election Contest Case. 

Attorneys and partisans gathered: in the 
office of Judge Cc, V. Scott, 16 North Broad- 
way, to-day to participate in or witness the 
taking of depositions ihn the _ contested 
election case of Hon, John J. O’Neiill 
against Charles F, Joy, involving 
the fight to a seat in Congress from the 
Eleventh Congressional District. Mr, Joy 
was represented by Nathan Frank and Cc. W. 
Bates, and Mr, O’Neill by Charles Broadhead 
and ©. N. Scott. The testimony was taken 
before Notary Public Andrew Duggan. 

O’ Neill in his notice of contest claimed that 
but for fraudsand mistakes he would have 
received a majority of 3,000 votes.. One 
of the allewations of the notice 
was that 500 ballots cast for 
O’ Nell were thrown out improperly 
for alleged irregularities and another that 
1,100 O’Nelll ballots. had been similarly re- 
jected by other judges. Frauds and irregu- 
larities were charged in various precincts. 

In hisanswertothe notice ofcontest Air. 
Joy denied seriatim and intoto the charges 
set forth by his competitor. The examina- 
tion of witnesses began at 11 o’ciock. 

Joseph Labarge, who was a judge of pre- 
cinct 98 of the Eighteenth Ward at 
Sullivan and Grand avenues, was the 
first witness called. He testified that 
Mr. Hespos, a Republican cierk, and Charlies 
Reichter, a Republican judge, counted the 
ballots at his precinct. Notally sheet was 
kept in counting, so far as the witness 
knew. The numbering of tickets was not 
begun until after 200 votes had been cast. 
The wituess said thatthe Republican repre- 
sentatives contended that it was not neces- 
sary to number them. Afterward they 
were numbered haphazard without re- 
spect to the way they had been cast. 
After the numbering of the 200 ballots had 
been completed there were from twenty to 
thirty baliots unnumbered in the box more 
than there were nuimbers to put ont hem, the 
judges having begun to numberat20u. All 
the ballots were counted. 

Patrick F. Doyle, Clerk of the Ninety-elghth 
Precinct, Elgnteenth Ward, testified that 
when the judges began to number the ballots 
cast on election day, 191 votes had been put 
in the box. At the close of 
the polls, when the officers determined 
to mark the 191 tickets there were not enough 
numbers fur them all, There were sixty- 
four ballots left a fer all the numbers had 
been u-edup. These ballots hadbeen legally 
cast, and were sent in just as they were 
without numbers. The witness thought that 
the ballots had been counted. 

Both witnesses said they belleved the bal- 
lots counte.t had been legally cast. 

An adjournment was taken to Saturilay 
eng next at the Recorder of Voters’

EIFFEL’S SECOND EXAMINATION BY THE 
PRESIDENT OF THE TRIAL COURT. 


Paris, Jan. 12.—The man of Eiffel tower 
fame made some damaging admissions when 
interrogated the courtatthe afternoon 
session yesterday. M. Gustave Eiffel is in- 
dicted as an. accomplice inthe alleged swin- 
dling operatfons of Charies de Lesseps and 
others, and is accused of wilfully and know- 
ingly receiving a share of the sums of money 
unlawfully procured from the public, and 
with having wilfully and knowingly shared 
in the profits of thefraud. M. Etffel is also 
accused of having misappropriated funds 
intrusted to him forthe mandatory purpose 
of expenditure for salaried labor. 

The indictment against Eiffel states that 
he secured 90,000,000f of Panama Canal money. 
Heretofore it was supposed that he had ob- 
tained but 62,000, 000f. ;

He stated 
that M. Eiffel had been paid 69,000,000 francs 
on his contract, and that he made a profit of 
83,000,000 francs on it, 

M. Eiffel’s name ts as familiar to Americans 
as that of Count de Lesseps. He is 60 years 
old. 

After studying at the Central School of 
Artsand Manufactures he was attached to 
the Western Railway Co. of France, but 
from 1858 devoted his attention entirely to 
metallic constructions. He built the bridge 
at Bordeau, employing compressed air for 
the first time in France for the sinking of the 
piles. He madethe designs for the roof of 
the machine galley inthe Exhibition of 1867. 

At that time he transformed his business 
into a company, and constructed several 
large metallic viaducts, notably that of 
Viauna, in Portugal, and on the Truyere 
(Cantal), of which the principal arch has a 
span of 165 metres. To him is also due the 
revolving cupola of the Nice Observatory, 
wich, notwithstanding its weight of 100,000 
kilogrammes, can be easily moved by one 
person, 

What bas made M. Efffel most unive 
know Is, of course, the gigantic tower at the 
Universal Exhibition of 1889, which he 
achieved notwithstanding the opposition of 
scientific writers ofall nations, and. which 
wasat once a marvel of strength and delibate 
workmanship. 

When M. de Lesseps had givenup all hope 
of building the Panama Canalona level he 
relied upon M. Eiffel to complete its con- 
struction by means of locks. Itisin this 
connection that heis said to have missap- 
propriated enormous sums of money. 

M. Cottu in htils testimony yesterday left the 
impression that he did not dare to speak from 
fear of divulging too much. M, Eiffel’s state- 
ment showed careful coaching.

Ship Canal Convention in Session at 
Washington. 


IMPORTANCE OF THE WATERWAY FROM 
A MILITARY STANDPOINT. 


Canada’s Recent Hostile Attitude Ren- 


dering It Necessary—Commercia!l Ad- 
vantages of an Outlet to the Ocean 
Through United States Territory—To- 
Day’s Proceedings—Preliminary Or- 
ganization Effected. 


WaSHINGSON, D. C., Jan. 12.—The Con- 
vention of Representatives of Commercial 
Bcdies and Lake Interests of the Country 
called by the Duluth Chamber of Commerce 
to organize a movement in support of the 
scheme to unite the Great Lakes and the 
ocean by ashipcanalthrough the territory 
of the United States, assembled to-day in the 
banquet hallofthe Arlington Hotel. It was 
called to order by 8. A. Thompson, 
Secretary of the Duluth Chamber, 
who read the call under which dele- 
gates were appointed. At that time there 
were between seventy-five and 100 gentlemen 
present representing States and commercia 
bodies from those portions of the country 
most deeply interested. The call recites 
that: 

‘*It has long been recognized tnat it would 
be for the greatest advantage,commercially, 
tohavea deep water ship canal connecting 
the great lakes and the Atlantic, and that 
from a military point of viewitis of the 


utmost importance that this connection 
should be made through American territory, 
but no decisive action looking to the con- 
struction of such a canal has ever been 
taken. During the past year, however, pub- 
lic attention has been sharply drawn 
tothe matter by the controversy between 
the Governments of the United States and the 
Dominion of Canada over the discriminating 
tolls levied by the latter upon American 
commerce passing through the Welland 
Canal and tne passage of so-called 
retaliation act imposing corresponding tolls 
upon Canadian commerce using the Sault 
«anal Instead of receding from a position 
which is in Violation 
of treaty stipulations, the Domin- 
fon Government is hastening hy 
every means In its power to enlargement ol 
the St. Lawrence canals and the construc- 
tion of a Canadian canal at the Sault, with 
the evident intention of ——. closing 
the Weiland and Lawrence 
canals to American a Either 
directly or by the imposition of prohibitive 
tolls. The people of the United States are 
thus brought face to face with the fact tat 
within five years at most the merchant ships 
of Canada, and British men-of-war as well, 
will have an open way between the 
ocean and the Iakes, while the _ Erie 
canal, with but six feet of water, will constl- 
tute the only waterway between Lakes Erie 
and Ontario, or between the great lakes and 
the sea for both the commerce and the navy 
that sails beneath our flag.’ 

On motion of Mr. Wheeler of Albany, Maj. 
W. RK. Baldwin, President of the Duluth 
Chamber of Commerce and Congressman. 
elect, was made temporary chairman, asa 
recognition of the services of the Chamber 
in the preliminary work of the convention, 

Maj. Wheeler said he would leave a full 
exposition of the scheme of the convention 
tothe permanent chairman and the great 

ostle of a deep waterway, Mr. S. A. 
whompeon of Duluth. Maj. Wheeler spoke 
briefiy of the demands of the people of 
the ccuntry tributary to Duluth for a. water- 
way from the lakes tothe sea, the construc- 
tion of which it is estimated will result in an 
Increase of 10 cents a_ ODushel © in 
value to the producer of \pro- 
GOucts of that great region. Daniel 
Webster once said that the national debt 
must be paid, even if he had to hie / it him- 
self. ‘‘The people of Duluth and Swuperlor,’’ 
said the Major, ‘‘are of a similar mind 
regarding this deep waterway.

From 9 o’clock last night until after 7 
this morning not a person crossed 
the threshold of the mansion. When the 
physicians left the patient at 9 o’ciock they 
informed the family that they would not re- 
turn unless an unfavorable change took 
place in his condition, During the night the 
exterior ofthe house gave evidence that the 
sick man was holding the slight improve- 


ment noted in his condition yesterday, ‘The 
only visiile signs of animation were indl- 
cated py the lighting of the eas jets in the 
room adjoining the chamber of the sick man. 
Several times during the night the lights in 
this room were turned on at full head while 
the nurses were preparing medicine.
